COMMER CIAL. 


Commercial and Money “latters. 
Tavaspar, Dec. 23, 1958. 
As a general rule we are well aware, that the 
capital to do business in the western cities must 
be made mainly im those cities. It is true that 
bere and elsewhere many eastern men bave in- 
vestments in buildings and banka, and various 


trade; but the whole sum of 


the real and active capital of the city owned by 
non-residents, bears a very small proportion to 
that which has been accumulated here and is 
now employed by our own citizens. 

If there is anything which Chicago specially 
needs, it is more banking capitel. There is not 
acity in the Union where the monied facilities 
bear so small a proportion to its actual business. 
In this respect our sister city, St. Louis, has a 
most decided advantage over Chicago. The 
reasons for this advantage are plain to the com- 
prehension of all men. She is a much older 
city, and, till within a few years, has had the 
monopely of the immense trade of the Missis- 
sippi and Missouri Rivers. The great move- 
ment of population within the last dozen years, 
has also tended greatly to enrich St. Louis. 
The California emigration added to her coffers 
untold millions; aod the Utah and the Kansas 
“wars,” and the Kansas and Nebraska emigra- 
tions have been wort) o® mint of money” to 
that ci‘y. 

The Pike’s Peak gold hunters will keep up the 
demand upon ber merchandiz:, and in fact every 
excitement for the last dozen years bas tended 
greatly to increase the wealth and prosperity of 
St. Louis. In addition to all these desirable wind- 
falls, St. Louis has the undi@puted control of the 
trade of an immense country teeming with agri- 
cultural and mineral! riches which must ever make 
her one of the leading cities of the American con- 
tinent. At this we do not complain. It moves 
not our envy, nor mortifies our pride. We firmly 
believe that the growth and prosperity of St. 
Louis are entirely consistent with the growth and 
' prosperity of Chicago. Chicago has now a popu- 
lation at ieast as large as that of St. Louis, and in 
some departments of business, Chicago has loug 
since distanced her older sister. 

But our object ig not to draw « general paral- 
lel between the two cities,’ but to point out some 
of the advantages which the larger monied fa- 
cilities of St. Louis give to that city. For in- 
stance, within the last few weeks the pork trade 
has been active and the demand upon bankers 
all over the West has been heavy. The city of 
Quincey has large trade in this article. But s 
single house in this city has made any consid- 
erable efforts to secure a share of that trade. 
The truth is, the paper of Quincy dealers was 
readily discounted to any extent and at low rates 
of interest in St. Louis, and hence that city se- 
cured the “ lion’s share” of this traffic. We 
are in direct railway connection with Quincy, 
and the pork that sccamulates there, if brougbt 
to this market, would be that much further on 
ite way to the seaboard; but the fact is not to 
be denied that the larger accumulatior of capi- 
tal in St. Louis gives ber a most important ad- 
vantage over Chicago in ali cities and coun- 
ties where the trade can be turned 
by any accidental circumstance towards our 
more wealthy neighbor. A few good crops, and 
the completion ot any ove of our Iowa railway 
lines to the Missouri, will put a very different 
face upon the relative position of St, Louis and 
Chicago, both in regard to the extent of their 
capital and the contro! they will exercise over 
the trade of the vast territory between the Mis- 
souri and the Rocky Mountains. In the mesn- 
time, we turn the attention of our bankers and 
besiness men to this subject, that they may ob- 
orable enterprise can secure. 

We have no considerable change to notice ia 
the financial affairs of the aity.
